Caroline Maclean, 37, also carried the 


torch in her home town, after being given 
the weekend off by her coach as she trains 
to take part in her fourth Paralympic 
Games this year as part of the British 
wheelchair basketball team. 

Caroline had a special support for the 
torch bolted to her wheelchair.

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Torch convoy ‘grab’ defended by police 


POLICE accused of being too 
heavy-handed with a young 
cyclist who got too close to the 
Olympic Torch Relay have def¬ 
ended their actions. 

Video footage, which 
showed a youngster and his 
bike being pulled across the 
road in front of the Torch 
convoy in Haverhill, and then 
bundled to the ground, sparked 
a wave of protest after it was 
posted online. 

But a spokesman for the 
Metropolitan Police said the 
officers’ task was to maintain 
security around the Torch and 
people had been repeatedly 
warned to keep their distance. 

An initial statement by the 
force said the youngster had 
fallen from his bike, although it 
later confirmed he was taken 
down by the officer. 

The force spokesman said 
once on the ground, police 
made sure the cyclist was safe 
and out of the way of the 
oncoming vehicles. 

He added: “The good news 
is that no-one was injured, he 
got back on his bike and rode 
away. We have covered around 


6,500 miles and incidents like 
this have been very rare.” 

Comments posted online 
about the incident, which took 
place in Wratting Road on 
Saturday, included: “Why not 
just guide the kid back into the 
crowd instead of throwing him 
into the path of a moving 
vehicle?” 

Another said: “OK, this 
cyclist is being daft, but 
seriously? A kid trying to ride 
alongside the Olympic torch for 
a short distance, violently 
wrestled to the ground by a 
massive bloke.” 

However, others had little 
sympathy with the cyclist. 

One said: “The kid only has 
himself to blame. Over five 
million people have watched 
the Torch relay and only a few 
have caused a problem. He 
was lucky he wasn’t arrested.” 

Insp Peter Ferrie, Haverhill’s 
sector commander, said he 
was in Wratting Road at the 
time, but did not see what 
happened. 

He added: “I think this lad 
just got too close to the Torch 
and he disappeared very

quickly into the crowd after it 
had happened. 

“The operation, involving the 
20 Haverhill officers and 60 
stewards, went very smoothly. 
We made no arrests and there 
were no public order offences 
at all. It was the biggest event I 
am aware of in the town, and it 
was a wonderful community 
atmosphere.”

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Murder trial jury 
to deliver verdict 


A CARER accused of 
murdering a pensioner was 
a kind person who had 
devoted her whole life to 
helping others, a court has 
heard. 

Bunthawee Rimmer, 49, is on 
trial at Ipswich Crown Court 
where she denies murdering Paul 
Norfolk, 77, at his home in Castle 
Lane, Haverhill, last December 

She admits killing Mr Norfolk, 
who was hit on the head with a 
claw hammer 12 times, but her 
defence is one of diminished 
responsibility because she was 
suffering from a depressive 
disorder which impaired her 
judgment and self control. 

Andrew Shaw, defending, said 
Rimmer was of previous 
impeccable character and first 
met Mr Norfolk in her native 
Thailand, where he introduced 
her to his best friend, Geoffrey 
Rimmer. 

She came to the UK and was 
married to Mr Rimmer for 12 
years until his death. His 
daughter, Lisa Carr, said Rimmer 
did everything for him, especially 
when he was ill during the last two 
years of his life. 

After her husband died, 
Rimmer planned to return to 
Thailand but instead agreed to 
move in with Paul Norfolk to care

for his wife, Esme, who was 
suffering from dementia. 

He later changed his will, 
leaving his entire estate of around 
£350,000 to Rimmer. 

When Mrs Norfolk moved into 
a care home, Rimmer continued 
to look after Mr Norfolk, who also 
became ill and was depressed. 

Rimmer claimed she had 
submitted to Mr Norfolk’s sexual 
demands even though she found 
them degrading. She thought it 
was her duty to make him happy. 

He became very possessive and 
feared she would return to 
Thailand. He had locked her in 
the house and threatened to kill 
himself if she left. 

Mr Shaw said: “The prosecution 
say that this kind and gentle 
woman who had spent virtually 
her whole life caring for others, 
brutally murdered someone she 
loved for financial gain. 

“The defence say people like 
Bunthawee Rimmer simply don’t 
do things like that and there must 
be some other explanation. 

“She then hit herself on the 
head with the hammer, took 
tablets and tried to cut her throat. 
Then she lay down next to him, 
tenderly held his hand and waited 


to die. 

“Are those the actions of a 
normal woman or, more likely, 
someone with impaired mental 
function due to a recognised 
medical condition?” 

The court has heard from 
psychiatrist Dr Richard Latham, 
who said Rimmer was suffering 
from “moderate to severe 
depression”, which was likely to 
have significantly impaired her 
ability to make rational decisions 
and exercise self-control. 

She could also have been suff¬ 
ering from “dissociation” in which 
people are detached from reality 
and unaware of their actions. 

In her evidence, Rimmer said 
she recalled going down to the 
kitchen and bringing back a 
machete, three knives and a 
hammer while Mr Norfolk was 
asleep. 

She also remembered “a piece 
of wood going up and down” and 
a voice saying “dead, dead, dead” 
while she was in bed beside him. 

Mr Norfolk had told her that he 
wanted to “dump her” and 
consultant psychiatrist Dr Gillian 
Mazey said this could have been 
the trigger to her loss of self 
control. The jury retired to 
consider their verdict yesterday.

SPLASHING in 
puddles is a favourite 
pastime for many 
children, but for 2- 
year-old Aiden 
Thomas it is a simple 
pleasure he was 
never expected to 
enjoy 

The youngster has 
amazed his parents and 
doctors by taking his first 
few faltering steps 
towards independent 
walking, only a few weeks 
after returning from a life¬ 
changing operation in 
America. 

A year ago parents 
Vicky Thompson and 
Gareth Thomas launched 
the Aiden’s Footsteps 
appeal to raise the 
£40,000 needed to send 
Aiden to St Louis 
Children’s Hospital in 
Missouri for a procedure 
which involves cutting the 
‘bad’ nerves in the spine 
to enable him to walk 
independently. 

Aiden, who was born 
10-weeks early, was 
diagnosed with a form of 
cerebral palsy called 
bilateral spastic 

hemiplegia last year. His 
mother was told to expect 
him to be in a wheelchair 
by the time he was a 
teenager. 


People have rallied 
round to help raise the 
money for the youngster 
from Sperling Drive, 
Haverhill, to give him the 
best change of being able 
to lead a full life, so that he 
would one day be able to 
keep up with twin brother 
Owen. 

In March the efforts 
were stepped, up as the 
family was told that Aiden 


could receive his 
treatment on May 15. 

They spent a month in 
the US, with Aiden 
receiving extensive physio 
treatment after his 
surgery, which has had a 
dramatic affect on his 
mobility. 

Vicky said: “He is 
walking with his walking 
frame or with sticks and 
his doctor said he may 


walk independently 
within a year. 

“It is just lovely to see 
him, it has changed his 
whole future, and ours as 
a family. 

“He has been jumping 
in puddles with his 
brother, he is completely 
different little boy We are 
really impressed with his 
progress. 

“He is much more 
confident and willing to 
try things. His movement 
is much easier now, rather 
than everything being a 
struggle for him. 

“He still has a lot more 
physio and hard work to 
do, but he will be able to 
run around with his 
brother and even play 
football or other sports. 

“Everyone was brilliant 
in helping us to raise the 
money, it was a lot of hard 
work but it is all worth it 
to see him now” 

She added: “He needs 
physio for four or five 
sessions a week, and the 
NHS will only fund two, 
so we are having to fund 
the others privately. We 
will do some more 
fundraising to pay for his 
physio and other 
equipment he needs. 

“We are really grateful 
to everyone for the 
support we have 
received.”

More pastors 
for town team 


SIX new town pastors 
will patrol the streets 
of Haverhill to offer 
care and support to 
people out on Friday 
nights. 

The six were 
commissioned at a special 
service attended by 
Haverhill Mayor and the 
Deputy Lieutenant of 
Suffolk at the town’s Old 
Independent Church.

They are 
also trained in basic first 
aid. 

lane Schulz, one of the 
newly commissioned 
pastors said after the 
service: “It’s very satisfying 
to be able to offer support 
and care to people in 
Haverhill by helping them 
stay safe and enjoy their 
night out.” 

Deputy Lieutenant Mr 
George Vestey said of the 
scheme which involves 
people from all churches in 
the Haverhill area: “Town 
pastors is a very impressive 
story about people of 
different Christian 
denominations coming 
together and going out into 
the community in a pro¬ 


active way.” 

Haverhill Mayor, Cllr Pat 
Hanlon reflected on the up¬ 
coming first anniversary of 
the Town Pastors’ 
inauguration. 

He said: “Town pastors 
came to the town council a 
year ago and the council 
agreed to make a 
contribution towards their 
fluorescent uniforms. 

“The police say what a 
fantastic help the town 
pastors are when they go 
out into the town centre at 
night meeting people. 

“The town council fully 
backs Haverhill Town 
Pastors.” 

The commissioning 
service was led by the Rev 
Karen Knight, chairman of 
Haverhill Town Pastors. 

She said: “It’s really 
exciting that town pastors 
is continuing to grow after 
a year and we have new 
members on board.” 


Community work for man 
involved in £34m tax fraud 


A BUSINESSMAN from Little Wratting was 
part of a £34 million tax fraud case in the 
West Midlands. 

Steven Oakley, 56, of Haverhill Road, 
admitted money laundering charges at 
Birmingham Crown Court last July, but his 
part can only be revealed now that reporting 
restrictions on the case have been lifted. 

He was given a 12-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years and ordered to do 
200 hours of unpaid community work. 

The main defendant in the case, Thomas 
Scragg, 56, of Hockley Heath, West 
Midlands, was jailed for 17 years - one of the 
longest sentences in British criminal history 
for fraud - after being convicted of conning 
tax officials out of £34 million. 

The extent of Scragg’s racket has 
remained a secret until now as cases against 
his two co-defendants, Carl and Anthony 
Johnson from Wolverhampton, progressed 
through court. 

Their convictions on Monday for money 
laundering lifted reporting restrictions. 
Scragg used his business Moya Payroll, 
which managed staff wages of construction 
industry companies, to steal more than £34 
million in tax between 2002 and 2008. His 
co-defendant, 60-year-old Paul Phillips of 
Ashbourne, Derbyshire, was jailed for nine 


years for his part in the set-up. 

The court heard how the Johnson 
brothers lived extravagant lifestyles using 
money they received from Scragg in return 
for their “protection services”. In total he 
paid the brothers, who had a string of 
convictions for violence and witness 
intimidation, around £2.4 million. 

All three men claimed their wealth came 
from a legitimate business, but paid no tax. 
Assets, including properties worth more 
than £2 million, are now the subject of 
confiscation proceedings. 

The investigations into Scragg’s empire 
also led to the convictions of nine co¬ 
conspirators who helped him carry out the 
fraud. Only Steven Oakley, the only 
defendant not from the West Midlands, 
admitted his involvement. 

Detective Chief Inspector Shaun Edwards 
from West Midlands Police said: “This was 
an incredibly long and complex 
investigation. A number of my officers have 
devoted the last five-and-a-half years to 
bringing these men to justice and I’m 
pleased that we can now tell the world 
about the extent of their crimes for the first 
time.”

Haverhill Gymnastics Club (HGC) 
currently meets at the town’s leisure 
centre and boasts more than 200 
members ranging in age from three to 30, 
and has a waiting list of around 200 boys 
and girls. The club currently has no 
further capacity to provide enough 
sessions for those waiting to get involved. 

With new Bio-Parks and housing 
planned around the town over the next 
few years, the capacity challenge is only 
increasing. 

Chairman and head coach Kevin 
Woolcott has been working hard to find a 
solution through building a stand-alone 
facility. 

Early indications are that £500,000 will 
be needed to finance the project but this 
can be achieved by winning local 
support. 

The club has started the strategic 
positioning required to achieve this by 
recently developing the brand with a new 
website and implementing a manage¬ 
ment framework to win GymMark, the 
British Gymnastics club accreditation. 

Funding applications are being 
developed with support from Tim Wall, a 
local, experienced sports funding 
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consultant. 

One option being presented is to 
integrate a new building into the Samuel 
Ward Academy complex. 

School principal Howard Layhas 
offered a piece of land valued at around 
£100,000 and also offered up to £50,000 to 
help the club start their funding appli¬ 
cations. 

This, together with additional cash, 
could potentially see match funding from 
Sports England of £150K to get the club 
two thirds of the way to their target. 

David Bovis, club vice-chairman, said: 
“As the country ‘hots up’ for sport during 
the Olympics, and with Kevin’s reputation 
as a top-class coach in the Eastern region, 
not to forget ex-Irish international 
Gymnast Charlotte McKenna lending her 
experience to the club as a coach, the 
summary has to be ‘watch this space’ and 
contribute to the fundraising activities 
where ever you can.” 

Sponsorship deals from local firms for 
advertising space in the new club will be 
welcomed.

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Common-sense parenting prevails 


OVER the last few decades, 
children, it would seem, 
have become much more 
complicated and delicate 
than their parents were at 
the same age. 

At least that’s what you’re led to 
believe if you read all the 
parenting books, declares out¬ 
spoken clinical psychologist 


Nigel Latta. 

“You could be forgiven for 
thinking that the poor wee lambs 
were made of glass the way some 
people talk,” he says. 

But Latta doesn’t think they’re 
more delicate or complicated - he 
just thinks they’re little people 
about whom parents are made to 
feel unnecessarily inadequate and 
guilty, and he wants that to stop. 


“Our mums and dads didn’t 
worry about half the stuff we 
worry about,” he points out. 

In a bid to help parents feel 
better about the job they’re doing, 
the father of two has written The 
Politically Incorrect Parenting 
Book, which implores parents to 
relax and not give themselves such 
a hard time. 

“Many of the simple pleasures 
are being eroded because we’re so 
frightened, anxious and self- 
doubting as parents,” says Latta. 

“We’re all desperately worried 
about screwing it up and making 
our children emotional cripples 
for life. 

“We all screw it up in one way or 
another. We’re parents - that’s our 
job.” 

The book covers many of the 
usual stresses for parents, such as 
sleeping, eating, toilet training, etc, 
suggesting down-to-earth ways of 
dealing with them, including: 
“There is only one thing that 
makes a fussy child eat, and that is 
hunger. This is fantastic, because 
you don’t have to do a thing to 
bring hunger on. In fact, all you 
have to do is wait.” 

All his advice relies on 10 simple 
rules which he says underpin 
everything, and while still awash 
with humour and plenty of 
irreverence, the rules don’t shy 
away from good, old-fashioned 
common sense. 

The most important rule, he 
says, is building a good relation¬ 
ship with your children, as 
discipline is all about relationships. 

Another rule is Feed the Good, 
Starve the Bad, and Latta explains: 
“Good behaviours should be fed 
lavish dollops of attention and 
praise. Bad behaviours should get 
the coldest of shoulders.”

Children need fences, or rules, 
he stresses, but rather than sticking 
to everything rigidly, parents 
should be “consistent-ish”. 

While he once thought absolute 
consistency was the answer to 
most parenting problems, after 
having two children of his own, his 
view changed. 

“Now, my definition of 
consistency is that if I can 
consistently avoid the all-too- 
frequent impulse to throw the kids 
out of the window, it is a good day. 

“Be as consistent as you can. 
Strive for absolute consistency if 
you must, but just don’t be too 
hard on yourself when some days 
you come up a little short.” 

He adds: “Don’t feel bad because 
your house, from time to time, is a 
complete disaster. Everyone’s is, 
and it doesn’t mean you’re doing 
something wrong or you're a 
failure and your kids will be forever 
damaged because of it. 

“The truth is that if you love your 
kids and you’re doing your best, 
you might lose the plot every so 
often, but they’ll be fine.”

{T^VEPRESSION, 

lfor me, is 
like a switch 
being thrown in my 
brain/’ says Stuart 
Jessup. “The world 
suddenly becomes 
blank and pointless, 
and it’s like you’re 
watching the world 
as an outsider. 

“We all have bad days, 
but it’s very different from 
just ‘feeling down’. It 
almost feels like it’s too 
hard to think.” 

Stuart has had chronic 
depression for much of 
his life but, like many 
people, chose to keep 
quiet about it. Until now. 

He’s just completed a 
remarkable challenge: a 
gruelling 2,600-mile, 
eight-month walk around 
the edge of England, 
along with his faithful 
pooch, Poppy The 
purpose? To raise funds 
for mental health 
charities, but also simply 
to get people talking 
about depression. 

“It’s trying to make it 
more normal, rather than 
such a huge issue, 
because so many people 
have problems from time 
to time,” says the 52-year- 
old. 

“There’s a statistic of

one in four, and what the 
walk’s done is brought 
that statistic to life,” adds 
his wife, Kate, who was 
with him for a week in 
every month. “Everybody 
we met had a story about 
themselves, or their 
family, or friends.” 

Growing up in Kent, 
Stuart, who’s naturally 
shy, first became 
depressed as a teenager. 
“It started when I was 
moved from primary 
school to secondary 
school,” he recalls. “I 
didn’t make friends very 
well, and I became very 
lonely.” 

A difficult home life 
didn’t help, as Stuart’s 
mother also had 
depression. “She was 
quite distant, and she 
struggled with bringing 
up children when she 
wasn’t feeling right. I was 
very withdrawn, and 
lacking in self-confidence. 
I felt different from 
everyone else, that I didn’t 
fit in, so I threw myself 
into academic work as a 
way of coping.” 

Stuart battled the 
condition throughout his 
20s, but wasn’t officially 
diagnosed until he was 
33. “I was a typical bloke, I 


guess. I’d tried to pretend 
everything was all right 
for a long time, but kept 
everything hidden and 
bottled up. 

“Then I had what in the 
past would have been 
called ‘a breakdown’: one 
day I just couldn’t stop 
crying, I couldn’t carry 
on.” His then wife, 
Margaret, duly marched 
him off to the doctor, and 
having the official 
diagnosis was, he says, “a 
great relief”. 

“After my breakdown, it 
took about 18 months 
before I started to feel 
normal again. But over 
time, with drugs and 
therapy and learning how 
to manage it, now the 
episodes I get only last a 
few days. And walking has 
been a way of dealing 
with it: over the years I’ve 
walked more and more.” 

Sadly, Margaret died of 
breast cancer in 2005, and 
Stuart completed a two- 
week charity walk in her 
memory. He loved the 
experience, “and I always 
thought I’d like to do 
something more 
significant at some point, 
but assumed I’d do that 
when I retired.” 

He mentioned his 


vague plan to Kate last 
February, “and Kate said 
‘just go and do it! You 
never know what’s going 
to happen’. She was 
perhaps a tad too 
enthusiastic about having 
me gone for a while!” 

But Kate was adamant: 
“To me if you’ve got 
depression, which is 
pretty crappy to deal with 
anyway, and you want to 
do something positive 
about it, I just couldn’t see 
any reason to say no.” 

The first step was to 
resign from his job, as a 
maths teacher at 
Cambridge Centre for 
Sixth Form Studies. Was 
that scary? “It was, yes, 
and not just the resigning. 
I had to explain why I was 
doing the walk, and a lot 
of people didn’t know that 
I’d suffered from 
depression. 

“People are afraid of the 
reactions of other 
people,” he explains. 
“There’s still a lot of 
misunderstanding, and 
also a fear of employers’ 
reaction to it: am I going 
to be seen as weak? As not 
right for promotion? So 
I’ve only really talked 
openly about it in the last 
year or two for that 
reason.” 

With the walk all 
planned, early last 
October Stuart and Poppy

left Tower Bridge and 
started walking clockwise 
around the border of 
England, a trek that would 
take them along beaches 
and cliffs, over hills and 
through ports, come rain, 
wind or shine. 

But rather than carrying 
heavy camping equipment 
on his back, the intrepid 
trekker bought a 
campervan to sleep in. 

This meant parking up, 
walking for roughly 15 
miles, then catching a bus 
back to his mobile 
bedroom at the end of 
each day before driving to 
the next starting point. Yet 
Stuart insists that retracing 
his steps wasn’t 
disheartening: “You get 
used to it, but I did spend 
more time planning the 
buses than planning the 
walk itself.” 

Walking for seven hours 
a day, six days a week, had 
a wonderfully positive 
effect on Stuart’s mental 
health. “I keep a mood 
diary, as part of managing 
it, and it’s scored out of five. 
When I was on the walk, it 
was all fours and fives,” he 
says. 

“I was doing a lot of the 
things that are 
recommended: physical 
exercise, being out in the 
open air, and looking after 
a dog. 

“And Poppy made a big 
difference to the walk: 
people would stop to talk 
to us, so I’ve had a lot of 
conversations about the 
walk, and mental health, 
just through her.” 

In fact Poppy proved 
such an ice-breaker that, 
when she pulled a 
ligament and had to come 
back to Cambridge to 
recuperate, Stuart found it 
tough - and not just 
because he missed her. 
“She’s a great companion, 
and in those two weeks, 
hardly anyone stopped to 
talk to me! A bloke walking 
on his own is very different 
from a dog out with its 
owner. 

“She’s been a real 
ambassador for the walk, 
so I take her along to the 
talks that I do. I’ve done 
talks en route, to Rotary 
groups and mental health 
groups, and I’ve got a 
number lined up, so we’re 
carrying on for die rest of 
the year, fundraising and 
campaigning.” 

Much of the PR side - 
like arranging local radio 
interviews and handling 


the social networking sites 
- has been organised by 
Kate, a motivational 
speaker and trainer. 

“There was quite a lot of 
pressure, but it was 
fantastic to see the results,” 
she says. “We had emails 
saying ‘We are so grateful 
for what you are doing, I’ve 
got up today and opened 
the curtains for the first 
time’, or ‘Eve been inspired 
to go for a walk’. Those little 
things, actually touching 
individuals along the way, 
have been tremendous.” 

An active Twitter 
campaign also struck gold, 
as it led to Stuart being 
interviewed by Clare 
Balding for a prestigious 
radio show. 

“One of our Twitter 
followers spotted that 
Radio 4 wanted to do a 
series about walking with 
dogs, so she put us 
forward,” says Kate. “Clare 
came and walked with us 
for three hours, from 
Flamborough Head to 
Bridlington, which was 
great.” 

“She’s very straight¬ 
forward and easy to talk 
to,” adds Stuart. “And we 
were quite pleased that, 
when they edited the 
programme together, they 
focused on the mental 
health side of things, rather 
than just the dog!” 

Naturally there were ups 
and downs, the ‘downs’ 
including a cancelled bus 
service at the end of one 
day (“I uttered a few swear 
words, and then walked 
back,”) and a nasty flu bug 
that left Stuart stranded in 
a Cornwall campsite just 
before Christmas, “ft was 
this horrible, stormy, wet 
week, and I was just holed 
up in the campervan. I 
could just about manage to 
take the dog out, but 
couldn’t stray too far from a 
toilet! 

“At that point I thought 
‘Oh God, am I ever going to 
get round?’ But the funny 
thing is I never thought 
about giving up. Once 
you’ve started, it’s almost 
like a job: you’ve just got to 
carry on and finish it.” 

But the ‘ups’ made it all 
worthwhile, like the miles 
and miles of breathtaking 
scenery. For Stuart, the 
West Country was the most 
beautiful: “but tempered 
by the fact that walldng 
round Devon and 
Cornwall is equivalent to 
climbing Everest four 
times, in terms of the 


amount of climbing and 
walking uphill that you do, 
so it’s very tiring.” 

Yet as the finish line 
neared, what surprised 
Stuart was that, rather than 
being excited, he became 
increasingly sorry that the 
walk was coming to an 
end. 

“I could quite happily 
have carried on,” he 
shrugs. “I got very settled 
into that as a way of life, 
and was worried about 
coming back to normal life, 
and whether I’d cope. 

“My mood had been so 
good, so I was thinking ‘is 
this going to carry on?’ It’s 
been OK so far, but I’m 
definitely keeping busy, to 
make sure that I don’t 
collapse in front of daytime 
TV!” 

In September, Stuart will 
return to Cambridge 
Centre for Sixth Form 
Studies, as by chance a 
vacancy has arisen. But 
he’ll never forget his walk. 
“It’s probably fair to say 
that it’s changed my life, 
and changed the way I look 
at things,” he says. 

“For instance when I go 
back, I’ll just be working 
part-time, and doing 
voluntary work for a day a 
week. It’s definitely made 
me realise that I want to do 
more to help people, and 
be less focused on the daily 
grind and earning money.” 

So would he 

recommend it? “I wouldn’t 
say everyone should go 
and do a long walk, it’s 
more about following your 
dream,” he says. “If there’s 
something you really want 
to do - it might be 
travelling the world, or 
becoming an artist - don’t 
put it off.” 

• Stuart is raising money for 
mental health charities SANE 
and Anxiety UK. He’s raised 
more than £11,700 so far, but 
hopes to do more.

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This just isn't cricket 


With his latest appearance at Cambridge Arts Theatre, former Time 
Lord Colin Baker tells PAUL KIRKLEY about stepping into John 
Thaw’s shoes as Inspector Morse and coming to terms with his 
“summary departure” from Doctor Who 



C OLIN Baker is on a high - 
literally. The actor has 
driven to the top of a 
Derbyshire peak to get a good 
enough phone signal to talk to 
The Guide. But he’s also buzzing 
about his latest project, taking the 
lead in novelist Chris Paling’s first 
stage play, The Final Test. 

Baker plays Peter, a cricket obsessive 
whose comfortable slide into his dotage is 
rudely interrupted when his wife 
announces she’s sold the house and is 
upping sticks with her lover. Peter deals 
with this in the only way he knows how - 
by staying put in the garden and listening 
to the test match on the radio. Which 
comes as something of a surprise to the 
house’s new owners ... 

“When I read it, I knew I had to do it,” 
says Baker, who turned 69 a few weeks 
ago. “I’m appalled to say it coincides so 
much with many of my characteristics. It 
was a part I had to play.” 

Born in London but raised in Rochdale, 
Baker made his name in the mid-70s in the 
BBC’s hit trucking saga The Brothers, 
playing the villainous merchant banker 
Paul Merroney. 

In 1983, he won the part of the sixth 
Doctor Who (OK, OK, he won the part of 
the sixth Doctor in Doctor Who - don’t 
write in) after impressing producer John 
Nathan-Tumer while holding court at a 
mutual acquaintance’s wedding reception. 

He confidently claimed his intention to 
beat Tom Baker’s record-breaking seven- 
year stint in the Tardis. Sadly, things didn’t 
quite work out that way: midway through 
Baker’s first season as a particularly 
waspish, spectacularly badly dressed 
incarnation of the Time Lord, the BBC 
announced plans to axe Doctor Who. 

A relaunch following a public outcry 
proved a flop, and Baker was sacked - a 
perverse decision since he was about the 
only good thing in it at the time. 

Baker refused the BBC’s request to 


come back and film a final “regeneration” 
story, so they had to settle for his 
successor Sylvester McCoy in an 
unconvincing curly blonde wig instead. 
But at the turn of the century, he became 
one of several past Doctors to reprise his 
role for a popular series of audio dramas. 
He showed exactly what he could do when 
served with better scripts and was 
rewarded by being named the best actor in 
the range by fans. And in 2011 his 
rehabilitation was completed when he was 
voted to succeed such luminaries as Jon 
Pertwee and Brigadier actor Nicholas 
Courtney as honorary president of the 
Doctor Who Appreciation Society. 

Meanwhile, he has carved out a career 
as one of British theatre’s most reliable 
leading men in everything from Timothy 
West’s production of HMS Pinafore to She 
Stoops to Conquer (alongside ex-wife 
Liza Goddard, no less) and last year’s 
House of Ghosts - in which he stepped 
into the late John Thaw’s sizeable brogues 
to play Inspector Morse. 

The Final Test arrived in Cambridge on 
Monday for a five-night run at the Arts 
Theatre. Before that, though, What s On 
found Baker in ebullient form, despite the 
Derbyshire drizzle .. . 

Hi Colin - how is the run going so far? 
It’s going very well. I mean, it’s quite 
tough getting audiences in theatres at the 
moment. And being a new play, we’re 
competing with all sorts of stuff where 
people know what they’re getting. Nobody 
knows what this is yet. 

We also have to persuade people it’s not 
about cricket, because there are two things 
you don’t want: one is people not coming 
because they think it’s about cricket, and 
the other is people coming because they 
think it is about cricket. It’s about 
marriage, and it’s about obsession, really. 
One of your most recent roles before 
this was playing Inspector Morse - was 
that a daunting prospect? 

It was a bit of a daunting prospect, yes. 

But I was so flattered by being offered it - 
the director and producer contacted me 


and said they wanted me to do it - and 
that’s very enabling. If you don’t have to 
fight for a part, and they say: ‘We think 
you’re the right person for it’, that’s a very 
rare thing in this business. Funnily 
enough, the only other part that ever came 
to me that way was Doctor Who. I didn’t 
have to audition for that, either. 

Have you come to terms with what 
happened, or does it still rankle? 

I’ve come to terms with it, yes. You have 
to. Looking back with grumpiness doesn’t 
make for a happy life, does it? And it’s all 
been for a purpose - I’ve had a perfectly 
good career since and maybe it would 
have been a mistake to do seven years, as I 
originally threatened! 

It’s the apple of the BBC’s eye now, isn’t 
it, which is the exact opposite of your 
day. 


I know, I do envy the three most recent 
Doctors because the BBC have suddenly 
realised they’ve got a golden egg in their 
hands. And they had it then, but the BBC 
back then seemed to be almost 
embarrassed about having popular 
programmes. Now, with all the reality 
television, they’re falling over themselves 
to reach the lowest common denominator. 
So it’s quite nice that a programme that 
actually does have high production 
standards like Doctor Who is extremely 
successful. 

You were the first famous person I ever 
interviewed. As a teenager in the late 
80s, I was doing a little photocopied 
Doctor Who fanzine selling about 100 
copies, and you gave me about two 
hours of your time, backstage at the 
Grand Theatre in Leeds before a show, 


for free, even though there was nothing 
in it for you. I’ve never forgotten that. 

Well thank you for saying that. Because, to 
be quite brutal, I probably wouldn’t do it 
now. I need my kip between shows now! 

I don’t know whether people have changed 
but, back then, genuine young enthusiasm 
was kind of infectious. Young people now 
just seem to want to know how to become 
an actor. If they say ‘How do I be like 
you?’ I say ‘Do it for 40 years and see 
what happens’. Perhaps I’m a little less 
tolerant. I’ve got grumpier. But it’s always 
nice to hear that I was nice once.

THE gloves are off. And so, for that 
matter, are the the shirts, trousers 
and thongs in Steven Soderbergh’s 
cautionary tale of ambition and greed 
set in a Tampa Bay male nude revue 
bar. 

Loosely inspired by lead actor 
Channing Tatum’s brief stint as a 
stripper, Magic Mike delivers on the 
promise of copious oiled, naked 
flesh, which should guarantee 
healthy attendance from female and 
gay audiences. 

Adam (Alex Pettyfer) lives in 
Tampa Bay with his responsible 
sister Brooke (Cody Horn) and lands 
a temporary construction job 
alongside nice guy Mike (Tatum). But 
on his very first day Adam is sacked. 

As he roams around town, Adam 
crosses paths again with Mike who 
introduces him to the local male 
nude revue bar, where delirious 
women thrust dollar bills at gym- 
toned Adonises. 

It transpires that Mike is the club’s 


star turn and earns big money 
alongside fellow dancers Ken (Matt 
Bomer), Richie (Joe Manganiello), 
Tarzan (Kevin Nash) and Tito (Adam 
Rodriguez) under the watchful eye of 
manager Dallas (Matthew 
McConaughey). 

A mishap affords Adam a chance 
to perform on stage and under his 
new moniker of The Kid he becomes 
a firm favourite of the female 
clientele. But Adam soon finds that 
adulation comes at a price. 

Apart from the good-looking cast 
and another solid performance from 
Tatum, Soderbergh’s film lacks 
emotional depth and substance. And 
while the male actors seem to be 


having a blast, Reid Carolin’s script 
occasionally errs towards the crass 
as it charts the descent of an 
inexperienced stripper into drug- 
fuelled oblivion. 

Magic Mike boasts several 
frenetic dance sequences while 
Tatum anchors the film with his 
sensitive, believable portrayal of a 
dreamer who is ploughing all of his 
tips from the club into a fledgling 
custom furniture design business. 

Screen chemistry with Horn never 
progresses beyond a simmer as an 
upbeat frothy first half gives way to a 
plodding, ponderous second 
enlivened by occasional directorial 
flourishes.

Avoid pitfalls of posted plants 



IT’S FOR YOU Which? Gardening has launched a campaign to put 
plant buyers in the picture when it comes to their rights.

I F YOU’RE among the 
unlucky people who order 
their plants by post and have 
received dead or dying plants, 
battered bulbs and dried-out 
specimens, help is at hand. 

Which? Gardening , the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has just launched 
a Better Plants By Post campaign to 
make people aware of their rights and 
encourage retailers to improve their 
services. 

This followed a survey it carried out 
among customers who have bought 
plants online or by mail order/phone in 
the past two years. 

Some 36% of respondents had 
experienced a problem when buying 
plants in this way, with the most 
common complaint being the quality of 
plants or bulbs provided, packages left 
on the doorstep while customers were 
away and damaged packaging. 

Others received dead or dying plants, 
specimens that were too small or which 
quickly succumbed to disease and some 


which were rotten on arrival. 

Only half of those who complained 
received replacements, while a fifth 


received a refund. 

The survey also asked customers to 
rate the service they had received from 


26 retailers. 

David Austin Roses, Bloms Bulbs, 
Crocus and Sarah Raven came out top 
for customer satisfaction, while Garden 
Bargains, Spalding Bulbs and Bakker 
were at the bottom. 

In its latest issue, the magazine offers 
tips on what you should do when faced 
with common problems and your legal 
rights. 

If you receive a plant you think is 
dead, the Sale of Goods Act 1979 says 
that you are entitled to a refund as long 
as you have notified the retailer of the 
problem within ‘a reasonable time’. 
What is reasonable depends on the 
circumstances, but is typically three to 
four weeks, or less, from when the 
goods are received. Contact the seller as 
soon as you know there’s a problem. 

Similarly, if a plant you receive is 
diseased, you can ask for your money 
back within a reasonable time, or a 
replacement. In the first six months, the 
onus is on the seller to prove the plants 
weren’t supplied diseased rather than 
you having to prove that they were. 

It makes no difference if the plants 
were damaged before they were sent or 
in transit, it’s the seller's responsibility, 
so you can ask for your money back 
within a reasonable time, or a 
replacement. Don’t let the seller put the 
onus on you to take it up with the 
courier they used. 

If you’re worried you haven’t received 
the plant you ordered, but won't know 
until it flowers or fruits, you can ask for 
a refund (you could argue you have 
more than the usual ‘reasonable time’ as 


you couldn’t know the problem until it 
flowers) or a replacement, sent at the 
seller's expense. Raise your concern 
with the seller as soon as you suspect 
they’ve sent you the wrong plant. 

If you ordered a plant but by the time 
it was delivered the window for planting 
it or potting it up had passed and a 
specific date had been given for 
delivery, you could argue that time was 
of the essence in the contract and that by 
failing to deliver by that date, the seller 
breached the contract. You should get a 
refund. 

If no specific delivery date was given, 
the seller should have delivered within a 
reasonable time. The reasonable time 
would depend on the circumstances and 
the window for planting the plant you 
ordered. 

The campaign is urging retailers to 
adopt 10 key criteria - some legal 
obligations, others just good practice - 
to improve their service. 

These include giving an accurate 
description of the plant (including its 
size) and flagging up any particular 
growing requirements, adopting strict 
quality control measures before the 
plants are sent out and ensuring 
packaging is secure enough to 
completely protect the plant in transit.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

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Electric transport solutions go on display 


THE first Go Electric 
event took place outside 
the Napp building on 
Cambridge's Science 
Park on Thursday, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

The event was intended for 
anyone who’s wondered what 
it’s like to drive an electric car 
or van or for those wishing to 
try out a new electric bike. 

Go Electric was sponsored 
and hosted by Napp and 
supported by Marshalls, 
Allied Vehicles, Renault, 
Environment Agency, Zipcar, 
Evalu8, The Electric 
Transport Shop, Dutch Bikes 
and Electric Travel. 

“The great thing about the 
Go Electric event is the 
opportunity to actually ride or 
drive electric vehicles. We 
believe this is the first event of 
its kind in Cambridge,” said 
Tony Clayton, coordinator of 
the Travel Plan+ project (TP+) 


which organised the event. 
“We’ve brought together a 
wide range of fully electric 
cars, vans and bicycles in one 
place to give commuters and 
businesses the chance to find 
out what all the fuss is about 
and speak directly to the 
experts. I think commuters 
will be surprised at the range 
of vehicles already on the 
market. 

“Events organised by TP+ 
are organised, fun and 
informative,” said Eddie 
Kehoe of The Electric 
Transport Shop, the Mill 
Road-based electric bicycle 
specialists. “I am certain 
there are quite a few empty 
car park spaces in the 
Science Park area as a result,” 
Eddie added. 

A quick tour of the site 
revealed a depth of 
enthusiasm and knowledge 
which was very helpful. 

“We have to encourage 


people from outside the city 
to travel in more sustainable 
ways,” said Cambridge City 
Council’s principal planning 
officer Myles Greensmith. 
“Perhaps on electric bikes!” 

Evalu8 puts in the charging 
posts which are vital if the 
uptake for electric transport 
is to succeed. On the stand 
was Russell Fenner. “If you’re 
going shopping it’s a bit of a 
mindset change,” Russell said 
of the charging protocol. “So 
you’ll be topping up while 
you’re out and about, say 
while you’re in the shops - it’s 
going to be an evolving 
system but putting the 
charging posts in place is an 
encouragement going 
forward.” Businesses wanting 
to install a charging post can 
get a 50-70 per cent discount 
- go to www.evalu8-ti.org.uk 
for details. 

Peter Coleman, pictured 
right with the Zero XU 


electric bike, was on the 
Supamoto stand. Chesterton- 
based Supamoto has just 
taken on the US-made Zero 
range, thanks to a deal with 
the UK distributor Dan 
Lynch, who is based in 
Cambridge. “Dan used to 
work for Suzuki who we deal 
with and he’s moved on to 
Zero for a challenge - we’re 
just starting to get our heads 
round the range,” Peter 
explained. Supamoto will 
have Zero demonstrators in 
the Chesterton outlet later 
this month, with prices 
starting from £6,500 and 
ranges starting at 40 miles 
with a top speed of 90mph. 
The top-spec model has a 
range of 114 miles and is 
priced at £11,500. 

Hugh Salt on the Dutch 
Bike stand has long been an 
electric bike enthusiast. “We 
only do electric Dutch 
bikes,” Hugh explained. “I’ve 


lived in Holland since the 
1970s and when I came here 
- my parents live in 
Grantchester - people would 
ask me to bring them one 
over. People never lost the 
cycling culture in Holland 
and we’re now scrabbling to 
get it back again.” 

On the car side there was 
Wests with the amazing 
Kangoo electric van and the 
startling new Twizy (pictured 
above), Marshall Peugeot 
with the iOn and Cambridge 
Chevrolet with the Volt.

“It’s a fantastic result today all 
things considering,” said Paffett. 
“To come through the field from 
19th to finish fourth is a good drive 
and we still leave here with a 
26-point advantage in the 
championship. 

“However, today was also 


extremely frustrating as we were 
clearly the quickest car out there, 
and had I not been hit at the first 
corner I’m sure I would have gone 
on to win the race with a sizeable 
margin. 

“The team put me on a fantastic 
strategy today and yet again gave 
me a brilliant car to drive. 

“It was a fun race, battling 
through the field, and we’ve come 
away with a solid result after a 
tough start to the race.” 

Paffett heads to the Nurburgring 
for the next round of the 
championship on August 19.
